ACTION FOR DAMAGES 
DISMISSED.

Shortly after they "ár 8 passed, 
two collie dogs, suddenly released from the 
plaintiff’s house, rushed out and jumped upon 
the plaintiff, and knocked him down. a 
plaintiff was stunned, his bicycle and clothing 
were inju The ‘plaintiff’s case was that 
the defendant must have known that it was in 
the nature of dogs when suddenly released from 
captivity, and when they knew that their 
master was waiting for them on the road, to 
rush out im such a way as to constitute a 
danger. He also charged that the defendant 
did not take aution to warn the plaintiff 
against im danger. The defendant ad- 
mitted tha the would have come to him 
if he called them by name, but he his 
back. to them, and did not see them. The 
Recorder dismissed the action, and that dismiss 
was now affirmed by the judge.

MILK AND MARGARINE. 
BEFORE REPUBLICAN 
COURT. 


Several summonses issued at the instanve of 
the Dublin Corporation against milk vendors 
were heard by Messre. Brian Fagan (presiding) 
aud Thomas Irwin, at a Republican Parish 
Court for the South side of Dublin, which was 
held at 41 York street yesterday.

Mrs. Anaetatia Devereux, 115 g eadh Bridge 
road, was summoned on charges of selling milk 
containing 5.9, 8.2, and 5.9 per cent. of added 
water, on the 7th and 30th September, 
the 9th October. 

Mr. Burke said that the defendant had been 
before the Court on the 12th October last, on 
a charge of selling milk which was adulterated 
with 10.6 per cent. of water, and on that oc- 
casion she was fined £100, but as she gave an 
undertaking to give up business within a month 
the Court decided to reduce the fine to £50. 
Since the penalty in October the defendant haa 
sold her premises at Island Bridge road, and 
had left them, but she did not carry out her 
promise to close the premises within one month 
after the fine had been imposed. She continued 
until December, which was two months after the 
date of the order. 

Mr. Corrigan, solicitor, who appeared for the 
defendant, said that the Nas which he 
had given in court had been carried out, 
he asked the Court to reduce the penalty. His 
client had now no business, and there was no 
use in throwing water on a drowned rat. 

President—Well, we are satisfied that the re- 
duced fine of £50 must stand. As far as I am con-

The Court refused to alter their decision, ana 
ordered the enforcement of the £50 fine.

The Northern odtlook is brighter than we 
could have dared to hope, but the Southern 
horizon is dark with clouds. Lord Birken- 
head’s warning against premature jubila- 
tion is very wise. The Provisional 
Government's position is critical, if not 
dangerous, It is established in office, but 
not in power. Its machinery for the enforce- 
ment of law and order does not yet exist 
on any adequate scale. The hasty—far too 
hasty—departure of the British troops 
confronts it with administrative and 
economic problems of the gravest kind. 
If, as all good Irishmen hope, the forth- 
coming elections confirm Mr, Collins's 
Government in office, with a large Pariia- 
mentary majority at its back, the whole 
situation will be transformed; for the 
enemies of settlement will have lost much 
of their power for mischief. They are well 
aware of this fact, and therefore are 


crowding every possible ounce of mischief 
into the weeks before the elections. It 
is quite certain that they are at least 
joint-authors of the present conditions of 
anarchy on the Southern railways. 

The Imperial Parliament will meet next 
week and will pass without delay the bill, 
or bills, which will give statutory existence 
to the Irish Free State. Apparently, the 
Provisional Government had decided to 
postpone the elections until it could 
submit the proposed Constitution of the 
Free State to the people It instructed a 
committee to draft a Constitution, and 
announced on Tuesday that the draft was 
“expected ” to be ready by the end of 
February. Presumably, therefore, the 
elections would not have been held before 
the end of March. We agree that a 
popular vote on the Constitution is de- 
sirable ; but events have convinced us that 
the immediate and urgent need is a 
general election on the straight issue of 
the Peace Treaty. Irish and British 
interests alike demand a clear manifesta- 
tion of the extremist party’s strength in 
the country. It seems that now the Pro- 
visional Government has been converted 
to this view. The Ard Fheis of Sinn Fein 
will meet next week for a great trial of 
strength between the supporters and 
opponents of the Peace Treaty.

The railwaymen are ignoring their own 
pledges and defying their own unions in 
the most reckless fashion. They are play- 
ing—most of them, we are sure, un-| 
consciously—into the hands of political 
agitators, and no excuse can be found for 
their folly. Yet it may be that a partial 
explanation of it is supplied by local con- 
ditions. We- have good evidence that 
“ profiteering "’ in the necessaries of life 
is flagrant in many districts of the South 
and West. The budget of the workman's 
wife gets no benefit from the general fall 
in prices. The small shopkeeper absorbs 
the gain that she ought to receive from 
the reduction of the farmers’, the 
millers’, and the English exporters’ 
profits. Unchecked “ profiteering’ breeds 
a dangerous sense of injustice and a 
| defiance of ‘‘awards’’ based on general 
assumptions that do not correspond with 
local facts.

‘Germany’s Foreign Minister. 
The appointment of Dr, Walther 
Rathenan to the German Ministry of 
Foráign ‘Affairs will be welcomed ‘in all 
the Allied countries, Since the war Ger- 
many has suffered considerably by the 
unhappy choice of her Foreign Ministers. 
Count yon Brockdorff-Rantzau, who re- 
fused to stand while speaking at Ver- 
sailles, was a boor of the junker class. 
Herr von Simons, who came to London 
last year, meant well, but was gauche in 
his manner and unskilled in diplomatic 
affairs; and Dr. Wirth, who has beon 
acting both as Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister, was immersed in domestic 
problems. Dr. Rathenau is one of the 
very few business magnates in Germany 
who are not violent reactionaries. His 
sympathies are extremely liberal, and all 
his writings—he is a distinguished man 
of letters—show that he loathes-the mili- 
tary habit. His speeeh at Cannes last month 
made a deep impression on Mr. Lloyd 
George, and his successful conclusion of 
the Wiesbaden pact with M. Loucheur en- 
courages the hope that he will be able to 
come to terms with France, A settlement 
of the reparations problem is Europe's 
greatest need. Until] that is out of the 
way no real progress can be made. Friends 
of peace throughout the world, therefore, 
will wish Dr. Rathenau well in his new 


post. 


America’s Trade. 


American industry is beginning to feel 
the strangle-hold of German competition. 
One.steel magnate declares that the Ger- 
mans can supply steel in the United 
States at prices which, after duty and 
profits have been paid, amount only to 
one-fifth of the American cost of produc- 
tion. This fact is startling, but even 
reater under-cutting of prices is rted 
y an important cutlery firm, yi 
which this firm sells at four dollars apiece 
are being supplied by German manufac- 
turers in the same markets at the 
disastrously low price of three and a half 
dollars per dozen. Complaints are being 
made ‘by every kind of industrial concern 
about the losses which are being caused 
by the influx of cheap German goods. 
The National Association of Manu- 
facturers, which at present is holding a 
convention at Washington, calls for 
heavy tariffs on imported wares. Only a 
drastic measure, the manufacturers say, 
can prevent the destruction of many of 
America’s most important trades. Appa- 
rently, America is learning that the pos- 
session of.the world’s gold may prove in 
the end to be an embarrassment rather 
than an advantage. With her. costly 
dollar she cannot find a foreign market 
for her goods, while her home markets are 
vitiated by the cheapness of foreign 
assa, 


A Useful “ Tip.’’ 


. Sometimes, even now, courtesy finds 
its own reward. An English rancher 
of Western Nebraska, who is known 
by his intimates as “Old Man Dexter,” 
has just left America for home. . Before 
his departure he sent a cheque for 
£2,500, together with the title deeds of a 
thousand acres of the best land on his 
ranch, to Miss Elizabeth Hill, a waitress 
in the railway restaurant at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa. He had been a frequent 
visitor to this restaurant on his journeys 
te and from Chicago, and when he had 
offered Miss Hill a “tip,” she always 
had refused it. Her reason was that 
customers. were entitled to courteous ser- 
vice without a fee. Mr. Dexter was very 
much impressed by the girl’s independ- 
ence, and determined to express his 
appreciation in a substantial way. In the 
he. 
wrote: “ You deserve a better fate than 
working behind a restaurant counter, 
because you are the only person who ever 
refused my ‘tips.’’’ Miss Hill’s case 
must be very nearly unique; and, if Mr. 
Dexter has any doubts on the subject, he 
will lose them quickly on his return to 
England.

CURRENCY JUGGLING. 


NEW PENNY. SUGGESTED. 


In connection with the loss of nearly £83,000 
in six weeks on the. London County Council 
trams through the restoration of penny fares 
an interesting suggestion was made yesterday 
to a Press representative by Sir George Touche, 
the eminent charlered accountant. 

Sir George contended—and his plea is sup- 

by Sir Henry Rew, President of the 
Royal Statistical. Society—that an inquiry 
should be instituted into the proposal slightiy 
to modify our coinage so as to restore the pur- 
chasing power of the penny to ite pre-war 
standard. 

This could be done, it is claimed, by dividing 
the shilling into ten pence instead of twelve, 
thus imereasing the value of the penny by 
20 per cent, 

The loss on the London tramways, accordin 
to Colonel Karslake, represents between 13 and 
14 per cent. of the revenue. The altered penny 
would thus convert the loss into a profit. On 
more than forty’ municipal tramways lid. is 
still the minimum fare. ese might all restore 
the penny fare and likewise pay their way. 

On the other hand, it is asserted that the 
present charge of 1jd. is too great a burden on 
the masses. tting a halfpenny on the London 
tram fares added £6,000 a day to the Lon- 
doners’ expenses, or in the course of a year 
more than £2,000,000. 


FILM CENSORSHIP. 


DUBLIN CORPORATION’S 
ACTION. 


The following notice, hE by Dr. M. J. 
Russell, Medical Officer of Health, was sent 
yesterday to all cinema owners and exhibitors 
in Dublin :— 

“I beg to notify you that on and after 
February 1, 1922, no film of any description is 
to be publicly exhibited in the City of Dublin 
without having been first submitted to the 
Dublin Censors for approval. 

“I am also to irnform you that the Certi- 
ficate of Approval must be exhibited in each 
case prior to the exhibition of any film on and 
after the date mentioned above.” 

Dr. Russell said yestérday that at present 
twenty-two censors were <A gpa by the 
Public Heait: Committee, which represented a 
substantial increase on the number previously 
at work. The Archbishop of Dublin had 
nominated thiee, and now appointed three 
more, and the Priests’ Guild also intended to 
nominate sic censors. 

He believed that a National Board of Trish 
Film Gensors would be appointed in the future, 
but i. the ogg oe t sd were doing the 
best Y could te ta out improper picture. 
Dr. Russell ‘alao said that they hoved soon to 
have a centra) hall where the pictures might 
be shown in the presence of the censors.

HOW THE WAR BEGAN. 


M. POINCARE’S INDICTMENT. 


By courtesy of “ The Times,” we print the 
following extracts from a review of the 
translation of M. Poincaré’s book on “ The 
Beginning of the War,” which is published 
to-day. (Cassell, 12/- net.) 


This is not a philosophical disquisition. It is 
> pen and straightforward account—originally 

livered in the form of lectures—of the state 
of Europe in the. vears immediately ina 
the war. It is drawn up by one who h 
exceptional - opportunities for jobserving . the 
forces at work in Europe. In 1912-13 M. Poincaré 
was Prime Minister and Minister’ of Foreign 
Affairs, and from 1913-20 he was President of 
the French Republic. He gives in six 
chapters an extremely interesting and 
lucid survey of the tendencies and events that 
led up to the German revolt against Europe. 
These tendencies and events are grouped under 
the apposite headings of : ‘‘ France and Germany 
after 1870,” “ The Russian Alliance and the 
Entente Cordiale,”” “ Morocco and the Balkan 
Crisis,” “The Drama at Serajevo,’’ “The 
Tragic Days,” and “Last Efforts for Peace.” 
This arrangement enables M. Poincaré to place 
events in their proper perspective; but he has 
not attempted to write a history of the many 
years which his reflections and investigations 
cover. He keeps strictly to his point, and all 
that he says of the more distant past serves 
only to illustrate and explain the action of Ger- 
many in the years and months immediately be- 
fore the war. 

The German theory is that Germany was 
forced into war by an encircling policy on the 
part of the Western Powers and Russia, the 
definite purpose of which was to strangle her 
national development, Now Great Britain, now 
France, is described. by German apologists as 
the author and inspirer of this policy, and 
France is represented as having acted through- 
out from a desire to avenge her defeat in 1870. 
M. Poincaré has no difliculty in showing the 
fallacy of this argument. France, he says, did 
not aim at revenge. She aimed at two things— 
independence and self<lefence. After ian 
Germany tried for some years to browbeat 
France, and then tried a policy of wheedling 
and coaxing. -France was stubborn in her 
refusal to admit the justice of the annexation 
of Alsace-Lorraine, but, absorbed in the difficult 
work of internal re-organisation, she took care 
to give no occasion for offence. Her patient at- 
titude was misinterpreted by Bismarck, who im- 
agined that a country in such a mood might be 
induced to co-operate as a subordinate partner 
im the ambitious enterprises of Germany. 

France's attitude to Germany was not pro- 
vocative. Her sole aim was to secure her inde- 
pendence. M. Poincaré clearly shows the effect 
of Germany's aggressive policy in the Moroccan 
and Balkan questions, her continual efforts to 
divide the Powers, and, finally, the steady aim 
of her military preparations, and her deliberate 
choice of the moment in thé confused European 
situation to provoke the war. 

e book is a valushle summary of facts that 
should be clearly reca'" at this time, when new 
confusions offer new dangers.

Mr. Fletcher, who has for many years been 
associated with the Irish Department of Agri- 
culture and Technica! Instruction, said that the 
question of cur fuel resources had long been 
regarded as one of great importance. in the 
particular circumstances of Ireland it became 
one of vital importance to her future pf yg om coe: & 

The lecturer gave a mun, Ireland's 
power resourees, and illustrated his remarks by 
a number of interesting slides. He mentioned 
incidentally that Irish -s contained no .ess 
a taste of peat than 5,000 million tons— 
reckoned as “air<iried” (25 per cent. mois- 
ture)—an amourt sufficient to satisfy the 
country’s fuel requirements, on the present 
basis, for all purposes for something like 200 


years. 

Mr. Fletcher said that he vas a firm advocate 
of the immediate development of Ireland's peat 
and water-power resources. It was true that 
there were greater difficulties in the way of 
utilisation of peat for industrial purposes than 
was the case with water-power. In spite of 
the large sums spent in the attempts to find a 
commercially successful method of drying peat 
artificially the problem remained unsolv t 
any rate they lacked a demonstration of the 
commercial success of any one of the various 
methods p , 

The fact was that when one took into cal- 
culation the fact that, for every ton of peat 
won from a well<irained bog one must also 
raise over four tons of water, the fact that 
this peat, when air<iried, had a calorific value 
of from one-half to two-thirds that of coal it 
was seen that a costly artificial drying process 
was out of the question. An economic meth 
might be found, but meanwhile there was, he 
believed, a very strong case for a large-scale 
commercial experiment on the lines indicated in 
the report of the Iris) Feat Inquiry Committee. 
The co-ordination of such a scheme with water 
power schemes as & reserve had very great 
possibilities.

With tegard to water power, however, -no 
such diffieulties* existed. It was true that cer- 
tain of their engineers were of opinion that their 
estimate of £00,000 available horse power was 
excessive. While holding to the figure given in 
the report (which had the sanction of some 
eminent engineers) his own view was that the 
question was somewhat academic. Countries 
which seriously began a quarter of a century 
ago to develop their water power resources 
were far from utilising the amount available. 

It appeared to him much more to the point 
to ask why they did not utilise that which 
they certainl; had, seeing that the develop- 
ment of even one-half .f thei: estimated re- 
sources would carry far-reaching ad\antages to 
Irish industries. lt was noc idle to inquire 
why they had failed to do this ir the past. 
The reasons were briefly :— 

(1) The want of reliable informat’ n as to the 
nature and availability of water power in Ire- 
land; (2) the opposition due to conflicting in- 
terests, such as fisheries, navigation, etc.; (3) 
the sparsity of manufacturing industries.

With regard to the first of these, Mr. 
Fletcher remarked that there had been a wide- 
spread belief, even among the betier educated 
people, that Ireland's water power was negli- 
gible. It would ill become him to speak slight- 
ing’ of such an opinion, for it was one he 
held himself some years ago, and one that he 
only abandoned when the facts rendered it un- 
tenable. 

The second point—that of conflicting in- 
terests—had been a real bugbear, and it was 
clear that these imtérests could be reconciled 
with water power development. In particular, 
a “stepped” development of their larger rivers 
would not interfere with fishing interests. The 
diversion of the river would, on the other hand, 
clearly do so. The establishment of storage 
reservoirs would lead to the regulation of flow, 
imnimising both floods and droughts, and would 
aid navigation.. In this connection he would 
draw attention to a vitally important recom- 
mendation of the Committee, vir. ~— 

“There should be established an authority 
whose duty it would be to allocate water for 
the interests involved. That in order to 
secure the development of our water-power 
resources a service should be established 
which should be charged with the duty of 
mvestigating proposed schemes, and of for- 
mulating a poticy for utilising in the best 
interests of the community the water-power 
resources of the country.” 

It was very important that they should hare 
such a unifying and co-ordinating authority. 

The third point—the sparseness of industries— 
as a reason for the non-development of water 

wer was Both a cause and a consequence. 

ut it was, surely, wrong to argue that they 
should not develop their water power because 
there were insufficient industries to justify it. 
lt was a common experiences that the provision 
of cheap power had led to the rapid growth of 
industrial concerns, Without it they could not 
grow. :

That brought, him te consider an important 
question—the bearing of these proposed de- 
velopments on the interests of Labour. There 
was irony in the fact that Labour had in the 
past constantly opposed the introduction of 
machinery and other labour-aiding devices. The 
cpposition had, of course, been due to the con- 
viction that, whoever was to be benefitted by 
the new methods, the worker would suffer, and 
emphasised a conflict which had persisted since 
the industrial revolution—a conflict which was 
renewed by either side when opportunity 
offered, sometimes without adequate reason, but 
always with the same result. Whichever side 
won, a blow had been struck at our industrial 
prosperity, and both sides lost in the end. 

With variations, the underlying claim on one 
side was “more pay for less work,” and on the 
other “less pay for more work.” They badly 
needed some ot Mowe by which the worker should 
more reju.. seevre a share of the fruits of his 
labour without destroying the tree. The great 
economic need today was efficient production, 
and any industry which neglected this fact was 
doomed to decay. 

It sometimes happened that the introduction 
of power was accompanied by some dislocation 
in the amount of employment, but this was 
purely temporary, and was, in any case, prefer- 
able to the more permanent unemployment that 
was sapping their moral and physical vitality. 
e introduction of improved met of pro- 
duction led to development, in which unem- 
ployment naturally diminished. 

He ventured to believe that Labour would 
hearily welcome such developments 
ciliation between Capital and Labour could be 
secured, for then, instead of suffering some of 
the inconveniences, they would reap a share of 
the advantages of efficent and increased pro- 
duction. 

Could Ireland become an industrial country P 
He had often heard the view ex that it 
could not, but a little inquiry ysually elicited 
that in these case “ the wish is father to the 
thought,” and that the desire that they should 
not become an industrial country was due to the 
ee ee to oe industries in accordance 
with the needs o © country and the itudes 
of its people involved tu i it into oe of 
“- Black Country,” a thin bheal impossible. 
There was the further notion—and none could 
be more mischievous—that industrial develop- 
ment was in some way inimical to agriculture, 
the truth being that agriculture—the cultivation 
of the soil—would be enormously helped by the 
growth of industries and industrial towns. They 
might learn much from Belgium in this matter.
